Grayling wildlife artist gains more 
acclaim with award of excellence

A Grayling art gallery owner 
and wildlife artist has been rec- 
ognized with a prestigious award 
from an international association 
of artists. 

Kim Diement was presented 
an Award of Excellence at the 
opening for the 52nd annual Art 
and the Animal 2012 exhibit for 
the Society of Animal Artists 
held at The Hiram Blauvelt Art 
Museum in Oradell, NJ. 

The Society of Animal Artists 
draws upon the artistic talent of 
over 500 members from Africa, 
Asia, Australia, Europe, and 
North and South America. 
Combining natural history and 
fine art in creative ways, the 
annual exhibition is juried by 
distinguished experts. 

The annual exhibition features 
over 120 works and represents 
some of the finest work done in 
this artistic genre. A selection 
from the exhibit will be part of a 
touring display, which will be 
featured at The Art Museum at 
the University of Kentucky, 
Kenosha Public Museum in 
Kenosha, Wi. and the Charles H. 
MacNider Art Museum in 
Mason City, Iowa. 

The Society of Animal Artists, 
which was founded tn 1960, has 


three tiers of membership. 
Artists who first join the organi- 
zation are given associate status. 
Members, whose work has been 
selected for three Society of 
Anima! Artists shows, are recog- 
nized with a signature member 
status. And artists who have 
received five awards of excel- 
lence are granted master signa- 
ture status. 

Diement, who has had her 
work in five Society of Animal 
Artists exhibits, was humbled to 
receive her first Award of 
Excellence. 

“Sometimes, some of the 
members don’t even get one in 
their lifetime,’ Diement said. 

Some of the icons in the art 
field that Diement looked up to 
as a child have achieved the sta- 
us of master signature artists. 

The late Don Ekelberry and 
late Roger Tory Peterson, who 
was known for the Peterson bird 
guides and field guides, are mas- 
ter signature artists. 

“He’s well renowned for that,” 
Diement said. 

Roger Bateman, who is among 
the i! living master signature 
artists in the Society of Animal 
Artists, is another key figure 
Diement has followed. 

“If you’re in the wildlife art, 
everybody knows who Roger 


Bateman is,’ Diement said. 
“He’s big in conservation, he 
does a lot of workshops and his 
shows normally sell out. To me, 
he was one of the gurus of gurus 
when it comes to painting ani- 
mals.” 

Diement won the award of 
excellence for a commissioned 
painting she did of a Serval. 

In a book for the Society of 
Animal Artists’ Art and the 
Animal 2012 exhibit, Diement 
described Servals, as stunning 


cats, which are found throughout | 


Africa. Two common color phas- 
es exist amongst Servals. The 
phase - “Servitude” - is a typical- 
ly marked Serval with distinctive 
stripes on the neck and back, The 
other phase involves a smaller 
grayer colored cat. It is called a 
Servaline or “Small Spotted 
Serval.” Its spots are less distinc- 
tive and Jack some of the strip- 
ing. It was at one time thought to 
be its own distinct species. 
However, it has been established 
that this is not the case even 
though the Servaline tends to 
inhabitant more western parts of 
Africa. 

A most moving memory for 
Diement in Kenya was a trip 
through the Aberdares 
Mountains.

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Jewelry 
thieves 
facing 
charges

Frederic Township residents played a 
crucial role in catching a Charlevoix couple 
accused of stealing jewelry from the 
Grayling Kmart. 

Jessie Paul Rosamilia, 26, and Jeannine 
Louise Kewagshken, 23, were arraigned in 
Crawford County District Court on 
Monday. Rosamilia was charged with bur- 
glar’s tools possession, stolen property- 
receiving and concealing $1,000 but not 
more than $20,000, larceny-$1,000 or more 
but less than $20,000, controlled substance- 
possession of analogues and police officer- 
assaulting, resisting and obstructing. 
Prosecutors are also seeking to have 
Rosamilia sentenced as a habitual offender 
second or subsequent conviction. 

Kewagshken was charged with burglar’s 
tools possession, stolen property-receiving 
and concealing $1,000 but not more than 
$20,000, farceny-$1,000 or more but less 
than $20,000. 

The couple face up to 10 years in prison, 
if convicted. They remain in the Crawford 
County Jail in lieu of posting $100,000 
cash or surety bonds. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk A. 
Wakefield said officers were called to 
Kmart at 3:01 p.m. on Friday, Oct. 26, 
regarding the larceny of a large amount of 
jewelry. 

Upon arrival, officers were advised that 
Todd Tompkins, a Frederic Township resi- 
dent, had arrived home and discovered a 
suspicious vehicle parked near his resi- 
dence. Tompkins said that there was a male 
and female in the car along with a bag full 
of jewelry. 

Grayling Police Department officers then 
responded to Kmart, while deputies 
responded to the suspicious subject com- 
plaint. 

Prior to the deputy’s arrival, Rosamilia 
attempted to flee the scene on foot, but was 
apprehended and detained by Tompkins 
and some neighbors until police arrived at 
the scene. Rosamilia and Kewagshken 
were taken into custody along with a large 
amount of jewelry taken from Kmart. 

The case remains under investigation and 
could possibly be related to other recent 
robberies in surrounding jurisdictions, 
Wakefield said. 

The Crawford County Sheriffs Office 
was assisted by the Grayling Police 
Department, a Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources Conservation Officer, 
the Michigan State Police Crime Lab and 
several concerned citizens, whose actions 
helped bring the case to a quick conclusion. 

Wakefield reminds citizens that con- 
fronting suspicious subjects, such as in this 
case, can be very dangerous. 

“Although the actions of these citizens 
was very much appreciated, showing cau- 
tion, being observant and getting a detailed 
description to authorities can make all the 
difference,” Wakefield said.

PLEASE VOTE YES ON THE UPCOMING ROAD 
MILLAGE RENEWAL 


The Crawford County Road Commission is asking the voters of the county to renew the 
current millage for Roads. 


This is a | mil millage that generates approximately $560,000.00 per year to improve 
roadways under the jurisdiction of the Crawford County Road Commission; particularly 
roadways on the Road Commission’s Primary Road system. These would be roads to 
include, but not limited to, North Down River Road, Hartwick Pines Road and County 
Road 612. 


100% of the millage dollars go to road improvement projects all over Crawford County. 
We try to repair the worse roads first. For years the Road Commission has rated roads to 
determine which roads are to be worked on. The rating system takes into account 
deficiencies, such as pot holes, or cracking, ride ability. Traffic Count and cost to 
maintain the surface/mile is also factored in. 


Average cost/mile for a paving project is $140,000/mile. There are currently about 40 
niles of road that are in dire need of repair. This equates to about $5.6 million in today’s 
dollars. 


With the millage generating $560,000/year and State and federal dollars that are allocated 
to the road commission for this work, which is about $330,000/year, the road commission 
would have approximately $890,000/year to spend on these improvements, At 
$890,000/year we could accomplish this goal in 6-7 years. 


Ifthe millage is not renewed and the road commission only had the $330,000 in state and 
federal funds it would take 14-15 years to do the same amount of roadways, and probably 
longer than that because the rate of inflation would increase the cost of materials and who 
knows where fuel costs will be by then. 


Some of these roads will not last that long, so if the funds are not there to repave the 
roads, the road commission would be forced to turn them back to gravel until funding 
was made available to pave them. This would be a major step backward. It would also 


, {mean that the road commission would have to reduce maintenance activities in order to _ 


save money to match the federal and state funds. Every. project that uses state and federal 


+: fands'has to be matched by the Road Commission by 20%. 


] can not emphasise the importance of this millage. It’s sad that our legislatures in 
Lansing fail to address the road funding issue. | am not sure why they do not want to do 
it; perhaps they feel its political suicide, perhaps they just do not know how to do it. It is 
their reluctance to do something that forces communities like ours to take matters in our 
own hands, 


It is because of this millage that the Road Commission has been able to improve over 19 
miles of roadway in the last 3 years alone; a total investment of $2,768,204.00. 


Next year we will be working on a segment of County Road 612, from the Kalkaska 
county line east to Kolka Creek Road, 5.6 miles. And the Road commission will have. 
about $500,000 remaining to work on other sections of roadways; some of those being 
considered are sections of Military Road, sections of County Road 612 toward Lovells, 
Fletcher Road and Hartwick Pines Road. 


Please remember this is a renewal. I do not need to preach to you how bad the roads are; 
you just have to get out and drive around the county to see that. I ask that you take out 
your last property tax bill and see how much you are paying for the road millage and ask 
yourself if it’s worth it.

ease. 

Over the last 27 years, 
Rotary International part- 
nered with the World Health 
Organization, and more 
recently with the Gates 
Foundation, with helping to 
make many countries in the 
world polio free. 

The long effort eliminat- 
ed polio in all except four 
countries, Afghanistan, 
India, Nigeria and Pakistan. 

Then, there were only 
three. India started 2012 
with no reported cases of 
polio and has now passed 
the milestone of one year 
without a reported case.

Park’s birthday celebrates 
Copper Country heritage 


Twenty years ago, a bill I 
sponsored in the Senate 
became law, creating the 
Keweenaw National 
Historical Park in the Upper 
Peninsula. Recently, I 
joined park officials and the 
Keweenaw community in 
celebrating the park’s 20th 
birthday. 

This park is a gem that 
celebrates the story of a 
mineral — copper — and the 
communities that sprung up 
here because of the area’s 
mineral riches. 

This story goes back to 
prehistoric times. The 
Keweenaw is the only area 
in the country where prehis- 
toric peoples mined copper, 
Artifacts made from 
Keweenaw copper nearly 
7,000 years ago were traded 
as far south as what is now 
Alabama. 

The more recent story of 
copper in this region dates 
to the 19th century, when 
immigrants from all over 
the world flocked here to 
mine the copper, build their 
homes, raise their families, 
and establish the wonderful 
communities that still are 
there today. 

The story of Copper 
Country, like that of the 
economy that copper helped 
build, is in part, one of 
astounding technology. The 
park preserves massive 


Structures used to bring cop- 


per to the surface and begin 
processing the raw ore. 

But even more than the 
technology, we stand in awe 
of the enormous hard work, 
dedication and skill of the 
miners themselves. 
Ultimately, it is people — 
people like the miners of the 
Keweenaw — who powered 


the industrial revolution. 
Workers swarmed into 

the Copper Country from 

Cornwall in England, 


Ireland, Germany, Canada, . 


Italy, Finland, Croatia, 
Slovenia and China. 
Indeed, each decade’s cen- 
sus of the Keweenaw 
Peninsula showed a chang- 
ing ethnic composition with 
a diversity that eventually 
numbered nearly 40 differ- 
ent nationalities. 

The immigrant communi- 
ties each brought a piece of 
their homeland with them to 
the Copper Country as evi- 
denced in the architecture, 
foods and __ traditions. 
Churches of many denomi- 
nations — including Roman 
Catholic, Methodist, 
Episcopal, Congregational, 
Presbyterian and Lutheran — 
provided a spiritual home to 
the miners and their fami- 
lies, 

We cannot afford to lose 
that rich heritage. And yet, 
in the 1970s and *80s, the 
physical reminders of 
Copper Country history 
were at risk of being lost. 
These buildings, and the 
history they hold, are irre- 
placeable. 

That is why establishing 
park 20 years ago was so 
important. 

In the two decades since, 
many historic buildings 
have been preserved and 
renovated. The National 
Park Service owns six 
buildings within the park 
boundaries, and has part- 
nered with 19 other organi- 
zations operating 26 other 
sites - the Keweenaw 
Heritage Sites — to preserve 
and celebrate the cultural 
and natural resources of the 
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The people of the 
Keweenaw were instrumen- 
tal in establishing this park, 
working closely with local 
and federal officials to 
respect the region’s past 
while protecting its present 
and future economic poten- 
tial, 

The people and institu- 
tions of the region continue 
to work closely with the 
Park Service in the unique 
arrangement between the 
park and partners at the 
many privately owned her- 
itage sites. 

But our work is far from 
over. 

Funding is one of the key 
issues. Because this is one 
of the newer parks within 
the National Park Service, it 
still needs support to 
acquire, preserve and inter- 
pret additional historic 
properties such as the 
Quincy Smelter. Over the 
past ten years, national 
funding for such projects 
has been cut in half, which 
hampers progress at this 
park and others across the 
nation. With the help of pri- 
vate philanthropy, I hope we 
can reverse this trend and 
act as good stewards for the 
natural, cultural and historic 
treasures in our care. 

Like a gem, Keweenaw 
National Historical Park has 
many facets. It tells a pow- 
erful story of hope and 
opportunity as well as strug- 
gle. Most of all, it offers us 
an appreciation for our past 
and an inspiration for our 
future.

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Veterans need help 
getting more benefits, 
advocates say

LANSING - Michigan 
ranks last among the 50 
states on veleran’s funding 
per capita, according to a 
federal report. 

Veterans in the state 
received $2.2 billion in vet- 
erans funding, for an average 
of $3,409 per capita in 2010, 
while the national average 
was $4,894 per capita. 

The state also ranks below 
in per veteran expenditures 
for compensation and pen- 
sions, education, vocational 
rehabilitation and medical 
7are. 

However, some experts 
view the ranking differently. 

James Topps, the director 
of the American Legion 
Department of Michigan, 
questioned the federal fig- 
ures and said the state actu- 
ally ranks 14th. 

Michigan has the 11th 
largest veteran population, 
accounting for 7.1 percent of 
the state’s ~— population, 
according to the state’s 
Department of Military and 
Veterans Affairs. 

The largest proportion of 
Michigan veterans is from

the Vietnam era, and half of 
them are between the ages of 
50 and 70. 

Topps said the reason that 
Michigan has  negative- 
appearing numbers — is 
because Michigan is an 
industrial state. “Most of the 
veterans are in industry so 
they don’t need the health 
care from Veterans Affairs 
like other states do.” 

Garth Wootten, the prest- 
dent of the Michigan 
Association of County 
Veterans Counselors, cited 
reasons beyond the state’s 
control. 

“We are not a retirement 
state and we don’t have a 
large military base here so 
we don’t have many retired 
veterans coming back to live. 
Also we don’t have as many 
younger veterans as other 
states do -—— these are the 
people who get higher bene- 
fits from the government,” 
he said. 

Suzanne Thelen, the 
department’s public infor- 
mation officer, said lost jobs 
are also one of the reasons. 

“In the past, many veter- 
ans may not have needed or 
chose not to apply for bene- 
fits because they were 
employed, many in the auto 
industry, and had access to 
benefits at their workplace. 

“Once they retire or lose 
their jobs, they may be unfa- 
miliar with veterans benefits 
still available to them, years 
after their service to the 
country ended,” she said. 

Additionally, many veter- 
ans aren’t aware they qualify 
for a variety of benefits. 

“Younger veterans are less

connected to veteran service 
organizations than veterans 
in the past, and may not be 
getting information regard- 
ing benefits available to 
them and how to access 
them,” Thelen said. 

She said the department 
has made it a priority to 
increase awareness of bene- 
fits available and how to 
apply for them. 

Angela Simpson, the pub- 
lic affairs officer for the 
Michigan National Guard, 
said that the state department 
can’t decide how the money 
is distributed. 

‘Veterans’ benefits are 
federally funded and distrib- 
uted so we can beef up infor- 
mation distribution a million 
percent, but the actual distri- 
bution of benefits is not 
within state control,” she 
said. 

“It stands to reason that 
improved documentation 
and eligibility on the front 
should, in turn, increase ben- 
efit distribution — but that 
remains to be — seen,” 
Simpson said. 

There are several pro- 
grams available to veterans, 
both through the state and 
locally. 

For example, the state 
offers assistance such as 
property tax waivers, chil- 
dren’s tuition assistance, and 
reduced-cost hunting, fish- 
ing and camping licenses to 
qualified disabled or injured 
veterans. 

Additionally, the state will 
spend $400,000 over the 
coming year to reach out to 
veterans enrolled in educa- 
tional and vocational pro- 
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grams. 

Wootten said all county 
veterans offices are working 
hard and offer many pro- 
grams and services, 

“Some counties such as 
Ingham and Macomb are 
doing a separate veteran 
courts system to help them 
with judicial issues,” he said, 

The department also has a 
long-standing — partnership 
with the American Legion, 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
Purple Heart, Marine Corps 
Legion and the Disabled 
American Veterans. These 
groups receive $2.9 million a 
year to provide counseling to 
veterans. 

“I hope more counties 
would pay more money to 
the county veteran service 
offices and the public and 
government could show 
more support to these veter- 
ans organizations, and that 
may raiseé our ranking,” 
Wootten said. 

Topps said, “We are fight- 
ing all the time to get more 
benefits for veterans. Most 
of our veterans are from the 
Vietnam War who still enjoy 
those benefits.” 

Both Thelen and Simpson 
said the department is mak- 
ing efforts to do a better job. 

“I know this ts a hot-but- 
ton issue for the adjutant 
general, and taking care of 
veterans, especially injured 
and unemployed veterans, is 
at the very top of his priority 
list,’ Thelen said. 

“Hopefully in the near 
future we will be able to 
move out of last place in 
terms of veterans benefits 
use,’ Simpson s aid.

Archaeologists shed new light on 
ancient farming, university history

LANSING — On the sur- 
face, Michigan might not 
seem like the nation’s most 
historic place. 

But to many archaeolo- 
gists and other experts, the 
state holds a wealth of evi- 
dence about the past and 
remains an important player 
in providing insights to the 
past 

For example, new devel- 
opments in the archacologi- 
cal world include research 
on ancient farming practices 
in Michigan and elsewhere 
in the region. 

“We're doing a lot of 
things that other places 
haven't done yet,” said 
Lynne Goldstein, an anthro- 
pology professor at 
Michigan State University, 
which hosted the latest 
Midwest Archacological 


Conference. 

Findings gathered from 
archaeologists suggest that 
ancient farmers implement- 
ed several domesticated 
foods and agricultural prac- 
tices much earlier than pre- 
viously predicted, said 
MSU anthropology profes- 
sor William Lovis, who 
curated the farming exhibit 
at the conference 

The exhibit is on display 
at the MSU Museum in East 
Lansing. 

Lovis said different and 
more modern methods of 
approaching archaeological 
sites, helped with the dis- 
coveries, including a new 
process called accelerator 
mass spectrometer dating, 
that lets researchers more 
accurately determine the 
age of tiny fragments of 
material. 


Lovis cited Michigan 


archaeologists as forerun- 
ners in the area. 

Domesticated crops in 
Michigan were being used 
as early as 4,000 years ago. 
Squash is the earliest known 
crop, and sunflowers and 
corn were close behind. 
New evidence suggests corn 
was first grown in Michigan 
more than 2,000 years ago, 
as opposed to previous esti- 
mates of 1,400 to 1,500 
years. 

“This is breaking news on 
the origin of food produc- 
tion,” Lovis said. “We’re 
exploring very current 
methods of approaching 
these issues, and it’s clear 
the timing and spread of 
crops like corn and squash 
go further back then we 
thought.” 

Programs such as Campus 
Archaeology, a course run 
by Goldstein that allows stu- 


dents to excavate areas of 
MSU’s campus, was also 
highlighted at the confer- 
ence as an innovative way to 
train archaeologists while 
preserving pieces of univer- 
sity history. 

In July, the team discov- 
ered a forgotten wall of a 
boiler room built in 1900 
near Morrill Hall that was 
not shown on construction 
maps.

State pushing plan for 
healthier Michigan

LANSING - Michigan has 
one of the highest obesity 
rates in the nation — 32 per- 
cent of adults and 17 percent 
of youths are obese. 

Now the state plans a new 
campaign on _ television, 
radio and the Internet to 
guide the public in a healthi- 
er direction, as well as to rec- 
ognize success stories of 
those who have changed 
their lifestyle.

people and if we can get peo- 
ple motivated, then this will 
be a great healthy future for 
Michigan,” said Nathan 
Ohle, director of outreach 
and development for the 
Michigan Fitness 
Foundation, 

To achieve that goal, the 
Department of Community 
Health is using its new 4 x 4 
plan, which incorporates 
four key healthy behaviors 
and four key health mea- 
sures, 

“This plan will help us, 
help Michiganders, through 
a bunch of different medi- 


ums,” said James Haveman, 
director of Community 
Health. 


Statistics show that obesi- 
ty has almost doubled since 
2005. If this trend continues, 
half of Michigan residents 
will be obese by the year 
2030. 

Obesity directly impacts 
overall health and causes 
many chronic illnesses. 

And it’s more than just 
being overweight, said 
Angela Minicuci, depart- 
ment public information offi- 
cer. 

“Obesity can cause many 
chronic diseases like type 2 
diabetes, arthritis, strokes, 
heart disease, certain cancers 
and even dementia,” 
Minicuci said. 

With chronic illness come 
additional medical expenses 
that take a financial toll on 
families and employers. 

According to the federal 
Centers for Disease Control] 
and Prevention, a majority of 
health care costs are associ- 
ated with chronic diseases, 
Minicuci said. 


The department wants the 
public to be aware of key 
health indicators that are 
closely tied to chronic dis- 
eases: body mass index 
(BMI), blood pressure, cho- 
lesterol level, blood sugar 
and glucose level. 

“The four health measures 
are something people should 
know like they know their 
name. Each of them has a 
different impact on the body 
and are important to our 
well-being,” Minicuci said. 

The plan outlines key 
healthy behaviors: a healthy 
diet, regular exercise, an 
annual physical and avoiding 
tobacco use and exposure to 
secondhand smoke. 

The department has 
reached out to school dis- 
tricts to help with obesity 
problem. 

For example, Big Rapids 
Public Schools Food Service 
has stepped up and changed 
its menu options. 

“This year we are now 
serving more fruits and veg- 
gies to students,” director 
Bob King, said. “There is a 
problem with it though — 
that is not what students are 
looking for. 

King said there seems to 
be more waste than con- 
sumption some days 

“We are required by the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture and the 
Michigan Department of 
Education to limit the calo- 
ries of meals to 800 calories 
so we have smaller portions 
and less people purchasing 
meals,” he said. “I think the 
plan is working, but also 
backfiring. Kids are hungry 
and we can only do so 


much.” 

Ohle, of the Fitness 
Foundation, said, “It is not 
just about what you eat. It’s 
about how you get out there 
and move. Exercise is such 
an important component, but 
many people are confused on 
what exercise truly is. 

Ohle said exercise is about 
getting up and moving. 

“Running, biking and 
swimming are not the only 
things that can be consid- 
ered, but tennis and dance 
can also be added into your 
daily activities,’ Ohle said, 
“Even a walking group with 
co-workers is a start. 

The foundation has used 
the 4 x 4 plan and teamed up 
with the department to publi- 
cize the Pure Michigan 
Fitness Series. 

“This is a website where 
you can plug in your location 
and find activities all around 
you and be able to be active 
in your community,” he said. 

Ohle said the department 
is “taking it to the streets” by 
contacting schools and 
working in physical educa- 
tion classes and classrooms 
to promote more activity 

“If we can help kids at a 
young age, obesity will not 
be a problem when they are 
older,” he said. 

The plan is in place for 
five years, but Mincuci said 
the department is committed 
to the long haul. 

“It took over 50 years to 
reduce smoking in Michigan. 
Obesity will hopefully 
decrease faster, but we are 
ready to help the state 
change how they work, play 
and live and make it a health- 
ier place to be,” she said.

LANSING — More farm- 


ing opportunities have come. 


to northern Michigan this 
year because of climate 
changes and global warm- 


ing, agriculture experts say. 


According to the 
Department of Agriculture 
and Rural Development, 
Michigan is home to 10 mil- 
lion acres of farmland, but 
only 10 percent is in the 
northern parts. 

Department Director 
Jamie Clover Adams said 
there are additional farming 
opportunities in the north 
(both the Upper Peninsula 
and the northern Lower 
Peninsula) and that there is 
a trend of more acres being 
farmed in those regions. 

“In theory that would 
mostly be rooted in climate 
change enabling a longer 
growing season for areas in 
northern Michigan,” Jeremy 
Nagel, the media relations 
specialist for the Michigan 
Farm Bureau, said. 

Nagel said that agricul- 
ture in the Upper Peninsula 
is actually quite easy, 
“Agriculture up there is 
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mostly hay, some small 
grains, potatoes, beef cattle 
and dairy. When you -reach 
the Lower Peninsula, that 
diversity shoots up to 
include all the yummy fruit 
such as apples, cherries and 
apricots.” 

Jennifer Holton, the 
director of communications 
for the agriculture depart- 
ment, said, “With increased 
farming opportunity comes 
additional regional econom- 
ic activities such as the new 
grain elevator built in 
Standish and corn hybrids in 
Ogemaw County” _ 

Jim Zook, the executive 
director of Michigan Corn, 
said the new technologies 
help corn expand north. 

“We are creating more 
varieties such as hybrids 
which have shorter maturity 
time,” he said. 

Zook also said that the 
higher farmland prices in 


southern Michigan are 
another reason agriculture is 
moving north. 


“People are expanding 
out to make the best uses of 
these lands since they are far 
more expansive now.”

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said that the “movement” of 
agriculture north should be 
seen more as an expansion 
than a migration. 

“Even if they did sell their 
southern Michigan farm, 
that land would most likely 
be bought up by other farm- 
ers who're staying put and 
looking to expand their 
operation,” Nagel said. 

Nagel also said that the 
expansion of farming up 
north is likely to remain rel- 
atively limited. 

“The viability of agricul- 
ture in northern Michigan is 
constrained by more factors 
than just climate. There are 
substantial pockets of farm- 
ing throughout northern 
Michigan, but because the 
soils up there are overall 
less suitable for crop culti- 
vation, the expansion would 
be quite limited,” Nagel 
said. 

Nagel also mentioned 
another reason for the limit- 
ing expansion is the owner- 
ship of those lands. 

“Millions of acres of 
those forests are off limits to 
private ownership because
